Washington. April 13 - All men en­ 
listing in the regular army or the na­ 
tional guard in the present emergency 
were assured In an announcement by 
Secretary ttaker today that they would 
he kept in service'only for. the period 
of the war. 
The action folloigCd a 
< AyXemiee between the secretary and 
President Wilson.

In effecj this places on a war-time 
volunteer basis all the men enlisted 
since the state of war was rieclaretfT 
Tt makes available a total of 517,803 
places In tjie enlisted grades of the 
two services to men who wish to 
serve for the war only. 
Following Is a tabulation by the de­ 
partment of the forces proponed to bé‘ 
organised in the bill arranged ak to 
show the exact number of volunteers, 
to serve for the daration of the. war 
only, for which provision Is made in 
both the regular army and the na­ 
tional guard:

Under the law the full enlistment 
requirement of six years in the na- 
tional guard and seven years In the 
regular service must be signed by all 
men taken Into either service.

pending bill provides specifically for

til congress acts, f To meet the im­ 
mediate situation, the secretary has 
directed that recruiting officers as 
sure men accepted during the emer­ 
gency that the contracts will not he 
enforced against them, but that they* 
will b* honorably discharged at the 
close of the war.

open to any man qualified to hold-a 
commission even up to the grade of 
general officer, for the placeB of the 
45.000 officers alone to be withdrawn
